Elected To Presidency 


In Late Run-Off Battle

It only took three extra 
weeks to do it but Santa 
Ana College has finally 
elected a new ASSAC 
President. 

Freshman Bert Cottle 
easily defeated Sophomore 
Tom Garrett in Friday’s 
run-off election, 169-122. In 
their May 12 primary Cot- 
tle edged Garrett 134-133 
with 10 other’ write-ins 
forcing the run-off. 

“It is too bad that this thing 
had to take so long, but since it 
came out as it did it’s probably 
just as well. Anyway once the 
supreme court removed the stig- 
ma of my eligibility things start- 
ed going fine. I’m looking for- 
ward to a real good year,” stated 
Cottle after the results were an- 
nounced. 

ELECTION LETDOWN 

Actually, Friday’s election was 
an anti-climactic affair when 
compared with the primary and 
the Supreme Court hearing. Even 
though both candidates had two 
weeks to ready themselves for 
the final effort neither launched 
a campaign until the final hours 
before the election. 

“We had agreed to keep the 
number of posters and signs 


down to five apiece but there was 
a mix up in understanding the 
final day,” explained Cotle. On 
Friday morning Garrett launch- 
ed an 11th hour drive that 
dwarfed the Cottle effort. 

“T guess everyone who was go- 
ing to vote had their mind pretty 
well made up by election day 
anyway,” reasoned Cottle’s cam- 
paign manager Randy Beaton. “I 
knew we would win and the turn- 
out wasn’t really affected by the 
lack of a campaign.” 

ELIGIBILITY QUESTION 

Cottle wasn’t declared eligible 
for Friday’s eelction until May 
24 when the high court ruled 
that an amendment passed in the 
primary which made a 2.0 at the 
quarter necessary did not affect 
Cottle’s candidacy since a run- 
off is a part of the general elec- 
tion. 

On the night of the primary 
President Dave Whitney named 
Garrett the winner since he felt 
that Cottle was ineligible. The 
court in its decision stated that 
Whitney was within his rights to 
declare Garrett the winner even 
though he was short of a major- 
ity. However the court pointed 
out that the President had erred 
in his interpretation of a run-off. 

TWO-DAY HEARING 

The court injunction was origi- 
nally brought by Beaton. 

At the spectacular two-day hear- 
ing Beaton tried to prove that

write-in candidate Cottle had ac- 
tually won in the primary. Com- 
missioner of Justice Jerry Burns 
tried to prove that the election 
commission was correct in deny- 
ing Cottle the 17 questionable 
ballots that would have given 
him the election. 

Burns further contended that 
Cottle’s grade point average dis- 
qualified him from being a can- 
didate in the first place and that 
the amendment made him in- 
eligible for a run-off. 

FIVE MORE VOTES 

The court gave Cottle five of 
the disputed ballots and ruled 
that he was eligible. “In my own. 
mind Cottle was never a legal 
candidate,” reported Burns after 
the decision. 

However, the decision was 
made, Burns scheduled the elec- 
tion, Cottle’s name was placed 
on the ballot and the students 
elected. him their president. 

LOST SECOND EFFORT 


For Garrett the whole affair 
was another frustrated political 
effort. Last semester he lost a 
tight run-off vice-presidential 
battle to Beaton. President Whit- 
ney then appointed him to the 
senate where he served as presi- 
dent pro-tempore. 

Next fall Garrett, a member 
of the Greeks and Knights, will 
start his second year as a yell 
leader. 


Retiring Editor-In-Chief, Jim 
Bailey said, “I think Mike will 
not only be a good Editor, but 
a great one, because of his nat- 
ural know how, and_ previuos 
experience.”
